There are those who have been skeptical 
about the development of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding business in the deep South, 
however this skepticism must be set aside 
in favor of actual accomplishments, and 
especially must the evidence presented this 
spring bring to a full realization that this 
same South is going to be a major factor in 
the development of better beef cattle. It 
was on March 25th that Mr. A. R. McBurney 
held his annual auction at the Welsh sales 
barns when he sold ninety-two head of bulls 
and females, mostly bulls however, at a gen- 
eral average of $190.55 per head to an audi- 
ence of buyers who were still “in the mar- 
ket” when the last animal passed through 
the auction ring. The seventy-six bulls on 
that occasion made the nice average of 
$189.92 per head and many of them were 
quite young, too young for immediate ser- 
vice. 

On Thursday, April 10th, 1941, just four- 
teen days later the Second Annual auction 
staged under the auspices of the Louisiana 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association of 
which Mr. Frank A. Godchaux, Jr., of Abbe- 
ville, is president, took place at the same 
sale barn. On this occasion under the man- 
agement of Chairman J. M. Petitjean of the 
Sales Committee, a breeders offering of fif- 
ty-one head passed the auction block at an 
average of $172.74 per head, disclosing em- 
phatically that the demand is positive and 
on the increase as to volume required to 
meet that demand. The Journal is happy to 
see two Louisiana sales going so well and 
being able to supply the demand which of 
course is supplemented by numerous private 
treaty sales throughout the year, making a 
rather extensive promotional program for 
this area, which is most efficiently and suc- 
cessfully serviced through the local distribu- 
tors who have spared no time or energy in 
the development of this desire for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

The thirty-five bulls sold on this occasion 
at an average of $181.00 per head while the 
sixteen females averaged $154.68 each. The 
cattle were consigned from ten local herds 
and the entire offering was absorbed by 
Louisiana buyers, the local state men seeing 
to it that not a single animal went outside 
the state. Top in the bull section was reach- 
ed when Mr. J. M. Petitjean, of Thornwell, 
bid $370.00 and procured Barr Marshall 5th 
559187, who had been consigned by Dr. N. 
L. Norman, of Colfax. This bul! should fit 
well into the Petitjean herd for he is a son 
of Barr Marshall 4th 505138, a McHenry 
Barbara son of Barbara McHenry 66th who 
is by Earl Marshall, and his sire is Master 
Marshall 2d a Miss Burgess son of Escort 
Marshall 3d by Escort Marshall and he by 
Earl Marshall. The dam of Barr Marshall 
5th is a daughter of Hollinger’s famous old 
show and breeding bull Revolution 41st 
whose get made a phenomenal record in the 
big shows of the nation, he being one of the 
truly good sons of the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution. 

The second high bull was Barr Marshall 
7th 574967, from the same herd and by the 
same sire and from another daughter of 
Revolution 41st. This bull went to the 
Louisiana State University farm herd at ev- 
en $300.00. A majority of the bulls as was 
the case in the McBurney sale went to ex- 
tensive cattle breeders for use in their com- 
mercial herds where Aberdeen-Angus bulls

are making uncomparable records in the 
way of improvement and financial returns 
to their owners. It is when these cross bred 
calves come to market that those who bring 
the calves in really smile and ask for more 
and better bulls, for the handsome margin 
attained over natives and other crosses is 
certainly attractive and satisfying to these 
experienced men of the South.

J. M. Petitjean’s two year old heifer, Thorn- 
well Beauty 561104, a daughter of Musko- 
gee 404th 527018 who is sired by the Inter- 
national grand champion Prince Marshall’s 
son, Muskogee Marshall, considered one of 
the top breeding bulls in the Kershaw herd 
in Oklahoma; and out of a richly Earl Mar- 
shall bred dam, made the second high for 
females when she sold to the Louisiana 
State University at $215.00.

It is difficult for the student of Bang’s 
Disease of cattle to understand why vaccin- 
ation of adult cattle and those of breeding 
age against Bang’s Disease has not been 
more widely used, when the history of vac- 
cination shows that it was used with very 
satisfactory results in many countries, in- 
cluding the United States, as long as twenty 
years or more ago. There is still an effort 
being made by many state live stock disease 
control officials and others to prevent the 
use of Bang’s vaccine in adult cattle or in 
cattle over eight months of age. A critical 
study of the literature on this disease as 
well as a study of herds that have been vac- 
cinated, certainly does not warrant such an 
attitude. 

It is now known that the earliest vaccines 
used in the control of Bang’s Disease were 
lacking in uniformity and some were made 
from Bang’s bacillus which were sufficiently 
virulent that they sometimes localized in 
the udder of vaccinated milking cows with 
the result that such cows often gave off 
Bang’s bacillus (bacteria) in their milk. 
Checking up on the various strains of 
Bang’s bacillus enabled the producers of 
Bang’s vaccine to correct this objectionable 
feature in the vaccine, but even though 
Bang’s vaccine as produced for the past 
several years has been known to be free 
from any disease producing properties, there 
are still those who feel that it should never 
be used except in young immature heifer 
calves. 

Failure on the part of those officials who 
were responsible for developing methods of 
controlling and preventing animal diseases 
to follow through and improve the Bang’s 
vaccine which gave such satisfactory results 
early in our effort to control this disease, 
and the adoption by these same officials of 
the blood test and slaughter methods has 
cost the cattle owners and taxpayers mil- 
lions of dollars, and has permitted Bang’s 
Disease to increase year after year. 


What Some Noted American Authorities 
Said About Bang’s Vaccination Fifteen 
to Twenty Years Ago. 


In July, 1924, issue of the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association, 
Drs. C. P. Fitch and W. L. Boyd of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, say: 


“A careful study of these results fails to 
show that the living vaccine exerts any ser- 
ious deleterious effects on cattle. . . This 
would not indicate that living vaccine great- 
ly increased the number of animals eliminat- 
ing the germ by way of their udders. .. We 
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T he Use of Bang’s V accine

do not believe that when all other things are 
considered vaccine with the living vaccine 
is a dangerous procedure in herds which are 
shown by the blood test to be badly infected 
with B. abortus.” 

The following excerpts are among the 
conclusions offered by Fitch and Boyd: 

“That living vaccine produces some im- 
munity to invasion of the placenta of B. 
abortus Bang. 

“The degree of immunity varies according 
to the individual and such variations are 
marked. 

“Living vaccines apparently do not in- 
crease the number of animals which elimin- 
ate Bact. abortus through the udder or dis- 
charges incident to parturition. 


“Cattle have a marked variation of sus- 
ceptibility to invasion by Bact. abortus 
Bang.” 

Dr. Ward Giltner, Dean of Veterinary 
Medicine at the Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege, in the January, 1924, issue of Journal 
of American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, says: 

“It has occurred to us that since dead 
cultures or bacterins have thus far signally 
failed to meet the needs of either a protect- 
ive or curative treatment, the problem con- 
sists in the selection of a living strain, pos- 
sessed of high antigenic and low, or no, 
pathogenic properties. 

“Tf vaccines in their present state of de- 
velopment are used, no further steps should 
be required, except that isolation, sex hy- 
giene, or stable sanitation should be prac- 
ticed at the time of calving and abortions, 
especially in order to prevent sterility and 
complications.” 

In the February, 1922, issue of Journal 
of the American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation, Dr. E. C. Schroeder, of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry, says: 


“An examination of the available data 
on the use of living cultures of abortion 
bacilli to produce immunity shows three 
things: 

(1) that very few tests have been made 
under strict experimental conditions; 

(2) that the number of abortions among 
cattle that have received injections some- 
time before conception, drops with a note- 
worthy frequency to approximately 5 per 
cent, no matter what it may have been be- 
fore immunization was attempted; and 

(3) that the per cent of abortions among 
treated cattle is lower as a rule than among 
untreated cattle kept under the same condi- 
tions.” 


Referring w an experimental herd, 


Schroeder says: 


“Of the eleven cows treated with living 
organisms before conception, ten calved 
normally in all respects; one aborted. Of 
the eight controls, seven aborted.” 


Some Early Experiments and Conclusions 
by American Authorities with Refer- 
ence to Vaccination Against 
Abortion Disease. 


Statements made in the following quota- 
tions from some of the leading American 
authorities will further prove our contention 
that vaccination against Bang’s infection 
was seriously neglected and that had it re- 
ceived the attention it should have received 
many years ago we would be much better 
off today as far as the control of Bang’s 
Disease is concerned. 


The following quotations will be of inter- 
est: 

In the North American Veterinarian of 
June, 1924, Dr. John M. Buck, of the Path- 
ological Division of the United States Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, says: 

“The results obtained in our immunizing 
experiments have, however, led us to be- 
lieve that heifers, by proper vaccination 
may be enabled to withstand an increased 
amount of Bacterium abortus exposure with- 
out contracting the malady and that this 
method of dealing with the disease may fre- 
quently be used to advantage in infected 
herds. 

“Immunizing agents other than vaccine, 
for the prevention of abortion losses, inspire 
little confidence on the part of investigators 
at the present time. Numerous investiga- 
tors have reached the conclusion that the 
results obtained have not been sufficiently 
encouraging to compensate for the labor 
and expense involved in their administra- 
tion.”’ 

Dr. W. E. Cotton, Superintendent of the 
Experiment Station of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the August, 
1924, issue of Veterinary Medicine, says: 

“T believe that abortion vaccine, provided 
it consists of suspension of living abortion 
bacilli can be used to advantage but before 
using it the owner should be advised that 
it is not a perfect product and that its use 
still partakes somewhat of an experiment, 
that for some unknown reason it sometimes 
suddenly loses its potency and that too much 
should not be expcted from it. 

“It will not help him to get rid of the dis- 
ease but if it is actually living, it does seem

Around the Lots 


While visiting the many herds during the 
past few weeks we could not help but ob- 
serve two things: First that a lot of neck 
chains need to be loosened if the young 
cattle are to have an opportunity to de- 
velop neat heads and necks—some instan- 
ces have been noted where the chains were 
actually on the verge of cutting into the 
flesh. It will take but a few minutes to 
remedy this evil. A more flagrant violation 
of welfare is the noticeable neglect of feet 
—no animal will show to his or her best 
when the hoofs are neglected and permitted 
to grow out to a point where they throw the 
animal off balance. This neglect not only 
works to the injury of the animal but de- 
tracts from its sale value much more in 
dollars and cents than perhaps any other 
item in the long list of things to be con- 
stantly observed. Feet are inclined to grow 
too long and too narrow when cattle are 
closely yarded or kept on soft bedding. It’s 
more work to look after the feet, but it’s a 
vital point in the growth and development 
of a breeding bull, who should and really 
must stand squarely upon his feet if he is 
to carry on to a ripe old age of usefulness. 
Where triming facilities are not available a 
veterinarian should be called.

Spring Time 


With the arrival of spring time, and an 
abundance of rain in many sections of the 
country, some of which have been more or 
less dry the past season or two, the cow 
men of this nation are looking forward to 
1941 for the realization of their fondest 
hopes and ambitions—a great year for the 
cattle men of America. With a warring 
world to feed, meaning hundreds of thous- 
ands of men under arms, and more hundreds 
of thousands of men employed in industry, 
there will be plenty of mouths to feed, for 
these men are out of the production field in 
so far as agriculture and food stuffs are 
concerned.

Truly the 
“Business end of our Business” which is the 
commercial end is growing as rapidly as is 
the pure bred industry. It seems that com- 
mercial men as well as those desiring to 
found small pure bred herds are coming to 
the realization that after all, regardless of 
the propaganda to the contrary, Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are the farmer’s true friend. 
No other breed will range better; no other 
breed will bring about so many desired feat- 
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ures when used for crossing purposes no 
other breed will show a better net profit to 
the operator, either great or small; no other 
breed is experiencing so strong a demand 
for Junior feeding and exhibition purposes; 
and no other breed is so rapidly invading 
heretofore denied territory. Look to the 
East, the South, the West and the North— 
the Clarion call “We want Aberdeen-An- 
gus” comes rolling over the hills, through 
the vales, across the vast expanse of prairie 
lands. It is up to the men with establish- 
ed herds to apply their best thinking, their 
best endeavors to the task of meeting that 
call with cattle that will continue not only 
to hold the fort but cattle of such quality 
and breed character that they will steadily 
maintain that advance into new and yet 
unexplored areas where the breed is little 
or not at all known as yet. 

There are literally hundreds of thousands 
of people in these United States who have 
yet to see their first showing of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Be sure that their first im- 
pression is correct—that means that breed- 
ers should not submit specimens to any sec- 
tion that will not work improvement in the 
herds into which they go.

Make ’em Better 


There is a vast difference between the 
term breed improvement and that of being 
just a plain breeder. Too many of us fail 
to recognize that difference. Being a suc- 
cessful breeder does not necessarily mean 
that one should produce in great numbers. 
It does mean however that the man who 
applies himself to the improvement of his 
herd in quality, type and general confor- 
mation must dilligently apply his efforts, 
must watch every cross and its results, 
must ever look for improvement in neatness 
and tidiness of head, must maintain 
straight lines, strong wide backs, deep sides 
encased in well sprung ribs, compactness of 
body, shortness of leg, deepness of fleshing, 
early maturity, and depth and fullness of 
quarters. It would seem today that this 
latter item might receive more attention 
at the hands of the master breeders.

Those Creeps 


To our way of thinking one of the most 
essential requirements for proper develop- 
ment of the 1941 calf crop is the use of 
creeps in the pastures, located near the wat- 
ering places, and in the shade where at all 
possible. The pounds gained while nursing 
their mothers are the pounds that count 
most in the development of the calf. A 
mixture of whole corn and bran together 
with whole oats, corn and oats about equal 
parts, makes a desirable combination. The 
feed box should be roofed to keep out the 
rain and keep the feed dry. An older calf 
that is used to grain will prove a valuable 
asset in directing the youngsters to the 
feed. Once they begin to eat grain they 
will return regularly of their own will. 
Where pastures are located close to the 
barns it is better still to keep the calves in 
the lots and allow them to nurse night and 
morning only. Try this once and you will 
never cease grain feeding your calves while 
they are nursing. This is the way to main- 
tain that calf fat that always carries so 
much bloom and finish in the younger cat-

tle. Whole grain is better I believe tha 
ground grain as it affords an opportunity 
for better mastication and tends toward 
better digestion.

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one places his finger upon the map of these 
United States, there he will find a demand 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. In the hill coun- 
tries or on the grassy plains, or, even in the 
rich corn belt sections, the cry is for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. The popularity of the breed 
in the show rings of the nation coupled with 
that other fact that the packer prefers the 
tidy, high dressing, unscarred carcass of the 
Aberdeen-Angus beef for which he is al- 
ways and ever willing and ready to pay a 
premium are the primary factors in this 
rapid turn to Aberdeen-Angus cattle produc- 
tion.

The 
very fact that Aberdeen-Angus cattle outdo 
all other breeds in the big pastures of the 
nation and in the feed lots combines to 
make them the meat producers favorites. 

All this cannot be accomplished without 
the use of better bulls. Therefore the hue 
and cry is for better bulls—bulls built close 
to the ground, bulls that are wide from 
front to rear; bulls with wide, straight, 
strong top lines that finish in that order 
over the tail head and extend that width 
and thickness down through the quarters to 
the hock. Bulls with plenty of chest capac- 
ity, front legs short from the knee down 
and well set apart; bulls with good heads 
and short necks that are well placed be- 
tween the shoulders, and here too they must 
be smooth and well covered; bulls with a 
straight underline that carries straight or 
nearly straight across the flank; bulls with 
long rumps, closely fitted well sprung ribs; 
bulls that stand well on their feet and legs; 
bulls that are real he bulls capable of im- 
proving their progeny regardless of the 
quality existing in the cows with which they 
are to be mated. This then is the bull order. 

This is the kind of bull that will be found 
in greater numbers than ever before in the 
spring sales, both past and coming. As a 
matter of fact there will be mighty few 
bulls that will meet these specifications left 
for private treaty sale when these spring 
sales have been converted into breed his- 
tory. More good bulls than ever before have 
sold at auction this spring season, and this 
same statement holds true of the sales yet 
to come. The only difference between the 
spring sales and those yet to be held is that 
the spring sales have passed, those bulls 
have found new homes, many of them at 
less price per head than they were really 
worth as breed improvers simply because 
there were so many other sales in the of- 
fing. The bulk of the bulls are in new 
homes. The few remaining bulls to be of- 
fered at public auction have been held espec- 
ially for these sales and among them will 
be found what I believe is the equal of any 
that have passed the auction stand, and in 
more cases than usual they will be superior. 
The sales coming up contain some of the 
breed’s best efforts at improvement. They 
are not only sired by bulls of highest stand- 
ards of qualifications, but they are from

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Hamilton-bradley Sale

A jinx of a sort has hovered over the 
sales: at Hamilton Brothers for the last 
three years. Prior to this year, the falling 
of heavy rains has caused many to be ab- 
sent that otherwise would have been pres- 
ent. The 1941 event in which Mr. Frank 
Bradley and Sons offered about half of the 
consignment found bad weather, even to a 
very destructive storm. Luckily, as the tent 
took wings, no one was seriously hurt, one 
man being cut a little under an eye and 
across the nose. But with such threaten- 
ing weather, Colonel A. W. Thompson found 
a bit of difficulty in keeping the crowd on 
the seats in a bidding mood. And to state 
that the storm didn’t cut off several dollars 
per head would be grossly unfair to Hamil- 
ton Brothers and Frank Bradley. For after 
the tent left, many of the buyers called it a 
day and went home. 

Never the less, forty lots of cattle were 
offered and sold, with eight bulls selling at 
an average of $165.62 and thirty-two fe- 
males bringing almost $200.00 each. 

The top bull, because of the elements was 
not offered, that being General of Good 
Hope. The top selling bull was Elba’s Eri- 
ca’s Bradmar 562411, and he sold at $220.00 
to Colonel A. D. Bradshaw, of Smithshire, 
Illinois. The top female was Miss Georgina 
3d 610446 a daughter of Mr. Bradley’s Bur- 
gess 29th 472613, and she went to the herd 
of Mr. R. E. Bloomer, Keithsburg, Illinois. 
Right below her was Juanerra Erica 100th, 
a daughter of Jantzen, consigned by Hamil- 
ton Brothers and she went at $400.00 to Mr. 
Lewis Anderson, of Chillicothe, Missouri. 
One of the better buyers of the day was 
Morton D. Barker and Son, of Springfield, 
for to their herd went most of the better 
tops in the auction, including a Georgina, a 
Miss Burgess and a Juana Erica. 


It is the Journal’s opinion that the weath- 
er conditions cost Hamilton Brothers and 
Frank Bradley and Sons from twenty-five to 
forty dollars per head. However, one can- 
not, as yet, determine weather several 
months in advance. The better cattle sold

The 1941 Calgary bull show | and sale 
held April 1st and 3d respectively gave 
every encouragement to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in the Northwest. This is prim- 
arily a Shorthorn and Hereford country. 
Nevertheless the Aberdeen-Angus made a 
good strong showing and met with a fine 
reception at the hands of the cowmen of the 
northwest. Last year sixty-four head aver- 
aged $173.44. This year with an increase in 
numbers to one hundred seven head the 
Aberdeen-Angus made a total increase of 
$22.26 per head or an average of $195.70 
per head for the entire offering of one 
hundred seven bulls. The year 1918 saw 
the largest sale in history at Calgary when 
792 head of bulls of the three breeds aver- 
aged $268.09 per head. The year 1934 saw 
the second largest sale when 674 head sold 
at an average of $117.90; and this year the 
third largest sale consisting of 670 head of 
bulls averaged $237.07. In all probability 
the 1942 sale will equal or pass the 1918 
mark, for there is greater demand for high 
class bulls than ever before and this sale 
is proving a fine place to go to purchase 
as good as can be obtained anywhere in 
Canada.

The culmination of junior steer feeding 
efforts in Minnesota is the annual Junior 
Live Stock Show held in South St. Paul each 
October. Most breeders of the three leading 
breeds of beef cattle supply one or more 
good steers to 4-H club feeders, realizing 
the prestige which the winning at that show 
adds to their herd. Only one herd has bred 
more than two grand championship steers 
at this show. The M. L. Snyder herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus at Madelia, Minnesota, 
which is considered one of the outstanding 
in the Northern part of the corn belt has 
bred four winners at that show and one 
other was of Snyder breeding but produced 
from a herd whose foundation stock traced 
to the Snyder herd. The fact that these 
five winners have all been shown in the 
last eight years is indicative of the present 
quality of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
Snyder herd. 

The Snyder farm is located just a few 
miles Northwest of Madelia, comprising a 
considerable acreage, a portion of which is 
high producing land and the balance of it 
being in pasture stocked with Doddies. The 
herd was started in 1911 with foundation 
females being purchased from Escher & 
Ryan, Congdon & Battles, Carl Rosenfeld, 
the Wilkinsons, Rowles & Son, Strathmore 
Farm and a few others. Most of the pres- 
ent day herd are from a foundation of Elba 
Ericas bred by J. M. Tudor and tracing to 
Imp. Elba 3d of Finlarig, said by such ex- 
perts as E. T. Davis, “Pat” Donohoe and 
others to be the best branch of the Elbas. 
The herd is strongly Earl Marshall bred, as 
four sons of that bull and two grandsons 
have been used, one of the latter being an 
Erianna bull by Black Mar 2d, a $5,000 
descendant of Earl Marshall. 

In the cow herd at present are sixty-five 
Elbas tracing two to five times to Earl Mar- 
shall; two Prides from the Kemp bred show 
cow Queen’s Viola 4th and five Battles bred 
cows, Prides and Ericas. Present herd bulls 
are Blackcap Marshall 10th, no doubt one 
of the last breeding sons of Earl Marshall, 
an Elba bull of Bell Boy M. K. breeding; 
and Eban Revolution a grandson of Revolu- 
tion 81st and Blackcap Marshall 10th, also 
an Elba; also a three year-old grandson of 
Earl Marshall. 

The cattle from the Snyder herd have had 
a wide distribution and have gone into the 
hands of some of the leading breeders in 
the past few years. The 1940 crop moved 
out to F. E. Dixon, of Glendive, Montana, a 
few weeks ago. The 1939 heifers went to

In addition to the championship winnings 
at the Junior Live Stock Show mentioned 
earlier in this story, Mr. Snyder’s steers 
have won the carcass show at that event 
four times and have been reserve grand 
champion once; on two different years the 
Snyder calves stood first and second in the 
carcass show, bringing out strongly the fact 
that this herd of Aberdeen-Angus is pro- 
ducing the kind of cattle that look well on 
the hooks. No other Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er can approach the Snyder herd’s record at 
this show in recent years and over the past 
eight years championship winnings on foot 
and in carcass shows surpass that of all 
breeders of the other two beef breeds com- 
bined. 

Mr. Snyder is a quiet and unassuming 
man and is always glad to take time out 
from his farm duties to show his herd to 
visitors. He has served as Director of the 
Minnesota Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation on several occasions and was hon- 
ored four years ago in being elected presi- 
dent of that organization.

The calves that sell in sales and at 
private treaty always add much to the value of the herd sire at 
home.

Ernest Peters Farm at Camden, his first crop of calves were offer- 
ed at auction. This was in the fall of 1939 and when we had averag- 
ed the ages of these calves, and found that they were but eight

The registry associations 
will pay a portion of the prize, dependin 
on the breed of bull purchased by the ie 
winner. That is, the American Aberdeen. 
Angus Breeders Association will assist jn 
payment of prizes where Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls are purchased, the American Herefor 
Association where Hereford bulls are pur- 
chased and the American Shorthorn Breed- 
ers Association will cooperate in the pur- 
chase of Shorthorn bulls. 

Aberdeen-Angus entries won first in the 
feeder calf division in both Western and 
Eastern Missouri and first in the grain-fed 
calf division in the eastern half of the state, 
A mixed entry of Herefords and Shorthorns 
was first in the grain-fed calf class in West- 
ern Missouri, Herefords were first in the 
finished yearling division in the same half 
of the state and a Shorthorn entry ranked 
first as finished yearling in Eastern Mis- 
souri. 

“These contests were begun in 1939 in an 
effort to improve commercial breeding 
herds and to emphasize better methods of 
feeding and management of beef cattle in 
Missouri,” Hawkins writes. “Similar con- 
tests have been sponsored in Kansas by the 
Kansas City Chamber of Commerce and the 
registry associations and directed by Kan- 
sas State College. Keen interest in the 
work has been shown in both states. A 
summary of the entries in Missouri in 1940 
shows eighty-three Hereford, sixty-one Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, eleven Shorthorn and fifty- 
eight mixed or unidentified in all three di- 
visions. Of the thirty-one prizes awarded, 
Aberdeen-Angus entries won sixteen, Here- 
fords thirteen, Shorthorns one and a Here- 
ford-Shorthorn mixed entry one. The work 
in the past two years has been so effective 
in stimulating greater interest in good beef 
production practices that the contests will 
be repeated in both Missouri and Kansas in 
1941. Any stockman desiring to participate 
should see his county agent immediately.

what is meant by “a day in the life of a 
cow in clover.” The scientists have also 
found answers to: What does she eat and 
how much? Does she get her eight hours 
of sleep? Does she graze during the night? 
Is she particular about how high the grass 
grows? You bet she is. 

Whether there is an organized “Cow’s 
Union” still remains to be solved, because 
the cow will graze only about eight hours 
out of each twenty-four regardless of the 
luxuriousness of the pasture, it was found. 

A graduate student, Keith Kennedy, of 
Vancouver, Washington, who is_ studying

was most closely watched, was an Aber. 
deen-Angus with a noble pedigree. A dairy 
cow was not chosen because she gets grain 
in addition to pasture herbage; a beef cow 
does not. 

By watching the cow’s nose, Kennedy ob. 
served she preferred tender grass and ¢loy- 
er herbage from four to five inches high 
While grazing, she took from fifty to 
seventy bites a minute, but occasionally 
stepped the rate up to ninety. Out of the 
twenty-four hour day, she spent twelve 
hours lying down, eight hours in grazing 
and four hours standing or walking around 
perhaps looking for a hole in the fence, ’ 

She walked two and one-half miles in the 
twenty-four hours, most of it in the day- 
time, but grazed as much during the night 
as during the day. She drank water only 
once, but the pasture herbage grazed had 
a high water content to make up for it, 
She suckled her calf three times for fifteen 
minutes each. 

She consumed 150 pounds of grass and 
clover herbage containing thirty-two pounds 
of dry matter. This amount is equivalent 
to a heap about six feet in diameter and 
three feet high in the center. It is gather- 
ed with “mowing machine” jaws about two 
and one-half inches wide that can clip with- 
in one-half inch of the ground. 


Why Cow Eats Less 


One of the things learned was that as 
grazing progresses and the herbage gets 
shorter, the amount consumed by a cow is 
reduced. After a few days she may be able 
to gather only fifty pounds a day. Other 
investigations have shown that when her- 
bage is allowed to grow taller than four 
to five inches and head out, the amount 
consumed in a day is also reduced, and the 
feeding value of the herbage decreases. 

Only in good pastures can a cow consume 
the maximum of 150 pounds a day, it was 
learned. Such a pasture, the scientists say, 
contains about 3,000 pounds of green ma- 
terial to the acre while the stock are graz- 
ing. 

Some of the improved pastures at Cor- 
nell University often produced more than

The Second Annual Ohio Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders sale held at Columbus on Monday, 
April 28th, under the capable management 
of J. B. McCorkle, of the Ohio University, 
where twenty bulls and forty-seven females 
sold at the general average of $212.91 per 
head, can be listed among the very success- 
ful events of the 1941 spring sale season.

On Saturday, June 29, 1940, the Michigan 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association held 
their first consignment sale in twenty years. 
It was a decided success, and immediately 
plans were started for the second sale, which 
is to be held at the new sales pavilion at 
Michigan State College, East Lansing, Mich- 
igan, with Col. A. W. Thompson again on 
the block.

green herbage in a single grazing season, 
whereas unimproved pastures often pro- 
duce less than 3,000 pounds. On the latter 
a cow probably never eats more than fifty 
pounds a day. 

Based on these results, it is estimated 
that a dairy cow with enough good pasture 


to permit her to gather the 150 pounds of 
green herbage every day could produce 
about forty pounds of milk daily without 
losing weight. 

Rest Periods Needed 

The scientists admit, however, this would 
be difficult to achieve in practice, but that 
it can be approached with a system of alter- 
nate grazing. Under this sytem cows are 
allowed to graze each of four to six fields 
in rotation for a few days. After this, graz- 
ing is completed by dry cows, young stock, 
and horses. Then comes a rest period of a 
few weeks to permit the herbage to grow 
again to four or five inches. 

And to prove that there’s nothing new 
under the sun, maybe, this practice was 
first suggested by a friend of George 
Washington, Dr. James Anderson, of Lon- 
don, England, in a book written in 1798.

ESTANCIA Due to the extreme 
EL MERIDIANO _ blackness of the night 

our approach to El 
Meridiano had been without an inkling as 
to the nature of our surroundings. It was 
like feeling our way through an impenetr- 
able fog. How different 


conformation. Even in his every-day clothes 
he was a picture of Bovine majesty. And 
before our three day visit was over at El 
Meridiano, I was thoroughly convinced of 

his unusual prepotency as a sire. 
An interesting incident occurred in con- 
nection with this a day or so later 


was the next morning, 
however, as the bright, 
clear atmosphere unveiled 
to us one of the most at- 
tractive settings I have 
ever seen, beautifully land- 
scaped grounds immedi- 
ately surrounding the 
house which was on the 
order of a French Cha- 
teau being at what would 
cia home, with an ap- 
proach from four direc- 
tions through several 
miles of long avenues 
bordered by trees, the cha- 
teau being at what could 
otherwise be a crossroad. 

It was the understand- 
ing the night before that 
due to our late arrival 


and one in which I unconsciously 
pleased our host very much. I was 
asked to decide between the rela- 
tive merits of two fine specimens 
of mature bulls. The younger, as 
I recall however, was only a two- 
year-old, and both were members 
of the great battery of El Merid- 
iano’s herd sires. They were an 
outstanding pair, very similar in a 
great many points—in fact, so 
much so that one could easily tell 
that they were closely related. 
After careful deliberation I made 
my choice and pointed him out. It 
developed that both candidates 
were sons of Pelorous. The older 
one had been born in Britain, and 
the other, my choice, was bred in 
Argentina and was the son of a 
favorite cow of Senor Sauze’s own 
breeding. 


and consequent fatigue we 
should sleep late. Despite 
this, however, in accor- 
dance with my lifelong 
habit of arising early. I awakened with the 
sun and became uneasy to be out and look- 
ing around. Finally i decided that in view 
of our room being on the ground floor and 
with a private outside entrance, it would 
not be too great a breach of etiquette to 
slip into my clothes and go out for an early 
morning’s stroll and perhaps get a preview 
of some of the nearby cattle. I was par- 
ticularly eager to see the great sire, Pelo- 
rous, the bull which had won every possible 
honor in Britain before he was purchased 
by Senor Sauze at a long price for export to 
the Argentine. 

Obeying this impulse. I soon found myself 
on the outskirts of the chateau grounds and 
amongst the paddocks and small pastures. 
I came first upon a group of fine yearling 
heifers and next to them a car load of year- 
ling steers being prepared for the San Justo 
show. They were the first such steers that 
I had seen in South America and as Donald 
Burns agreed with me when he officially 
inspected them later in the day, they were 
really tops. Shortly after my return to the 
United States I learned that this group of 
steers had won the Supreme Championship 
at San Justo, a winning which compares 
with the carload Grand Championship at our 
International. 

My quest for the great bull, Pelorous, 
continued. Finally I approached a goucho 
with the query, “Donde esta toro, Pelo- 
rous?” Pointing to a small pasture lot a 
short distance away, he replied, ‘“Ackee, 
Senor”, meaning yonder or over there. He 
seemed elated at my keen interest in Pelo- 
rous. Apparently he was very proud of 
him. He escorted me to the favorite sire’s 
paddock and pointed out to me his many 
fine qualities, all the time, of course, speak- 
ing in Spanish, most of which I was able 
to understand because each explanation was 
accompanied by a gesture indicating the 
part of the animal under discussion. I was 
not disappointed in Pelorous. He was really 
about all one could desire in both type and

visit at El Meridiano I was 
thoroughly convinced that here was 
not only one of the most outstanding herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus of Argentina but of the 
whole world as well. From the magnificent 
array of gold and silver trophies which had 
been won by the herd on display in the en- 
trance hall of the chateau to the high uni- 
form quality of the herd as a whole all 
evidence pointed to that conclusion. To be 
sure, Senor Sauze’s herd lacked much of 
being the largest of the herds of a country 
where size of operation is more or less 
synonymous with accomplishment, but I 
found no Argentine who hesitated to admit 
that this herd had been about the most con- 
structively and painstakenly bred of any 
herd in Argentina. 

One day during our visit I was invited to 
judge several groups of young bulls. As I

entered the paddock which contained th 
last group, consisting of about forty fine 
yearlings, one youngster immediately at. 
tracted my attention. He stood out fro 
his companions as had Baron Bruce when | 
first saw him in that great class at Perth 
Scotland. This young bull so fascinated me 
that I gave him a particularly good lookin 
over. And just before dusk I went back 
and looked at him again and liked him still 
better. In fact, it was difficult for Me to 
find his defects. I knew, of course, that no 
animal is entirely free from them and jn 
his case it was true that he did not carry 
back quite as straight from the hooks to 
the tail head as I should have liked him ty 
do, and perhaps he lacked a little in mas. 
culinity. Neither of these faults were pro- 
nounced, however, and aside from them this 
young bull was all that one could desire jn 
conformation. He was extremely thick and 
low set, massive in his quarters and with g 
style and a quality of skin, hair and files}; 
that reminded me of Oakville Quiet Lad 
when he was in his prime. That night as 
we sat before a pleasant grate fire we dis- 
cussed the animals we had inspected that 
day, and this young bull in particular, 

I looked at him again the next morning 
and decided my first good impression was 
justified. And as always when I find an 
animal that just suits me, I wanted to own 
him. I knew, of course, that it was very 
doubtful that I should be able to bring him 
to the United States because of sanitary 
regulations and mentioned this fact to our 
host. A member of our party made this 
comment; “You have two herds of Aber- 
deen-Angus in widely separated parts of 
the United States. Why not acquire this 
young bull and start another herd in Ar- 
gentina?” This remark of course, was 
made jokingly, but at any rate, I did ar- 
range for the purchase of the young bull 
and he still IS in Argentina. There is very 
little likelihood that I shall ever be able to 
bring him home, and to make the matter 
entirely clear, I should state that he was 
acquired on the basis of my being able to 
bring him to the United States. 

To get to El Meridiano we had travelled 
continually westward from Buenos Aires,

able value in preventing abortions and will 
thus help to tide over the crisis. It should 
never be used unless the herd is proven to 
be infected with B. abortus and should then 
be used on nonpregnant animals only, two 
months before they are bred.” 

One of the leading experiment workers 
with Abortion Disease in cattle in the Unit- 
ed States is Dr. I. Forrest Huddleson, of 
the Michigan Agricultural College, who re- 
ports in the February, 1921, issue of Jour- 
nal of American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation where, in summarizing experiments 
conducted by him, he states: 

“In other words, there was a calving ef- 
ficiency in 1918 for the number of animals 
bred, of 88 per cent in the treated and 21 
per cent in the untreated; in 1919, of 96 per 
cent of treated, and 52 per cent in the un- 
treated animals. 

“These data apparently indicate a de- 
crease in the abortion and sterility rate of 
the treated animals and a marked increase 
in the breeding efficiency of the treated ov- 
er the untreated animals.” 


Results Secured in Vaccinating Bang’s 
Infected Cattle in Michigan. 


The following summary of results as pub- 
lished in Technical Bulletin No. 98, issued 
March, 1929, by Michigan State College, 
should be of more than casual interest be- 
cause of the great amount of research work 
done on this subject at this college and be- 
cause of the fact that one of the best known 
research workers in the world on this sub- 
ject, Dr. Huddleson, had already been en- 
gaged in this work for many years. The 
conclusions are as follows: 

“The tabulated results presented in this 
paper deal with ten herds representing a 
total of 326 cattle, of which 171 were treat- 
ed. The smallest number of animals in any 
one herd was nineteen and the largest was 
eighty-five. The smallest number of treated 
animals in any one herd was nine, and the 
largest was thirty-seven. 

“Of the 171 non-reacting treated animals 
observed during the first year after treat- 


ment, four per cent aborted. ; 
mals, 108 in number, which were noma 
for observation for a second period OC >

“Of the 155 animals which w. 
ed, all with the exception of one mane 
the agglutination test in serum dilution .

“Another point of interest concern} 
treated group is that ninety-five tho 
mals were pregnant at the time they te.

Summary. 


“The results and effects of injecting a 
non-virulent living Br. abortus vaccine into 
175 non-reacting breeding cattle in ten dif. 
ferent herds have been presented in the 
foregoing data. In the ten herds were algo 
152 untreated animals reacting to the agglu. 
tination test. 

“During the first year following the vac. 
cine treatment, seven animals, or four per 
cent, of the non-reacting treated animals 
aborted. Of those observed during a second 
period, 108 in number, only one, or 0.9 per 
cent, aborted. 

“In the 152 reacting animals, thirty-seven, 
or 24 per cent, aborted during the first year 
of observation and six, or 9.8 per cent, out 
of sixty-one during the second year. 

“Only five of the treated animals were 
sold because of breeding trouble, while thir. 
ty-eight of the reacting ones were sold for 
this reason. 

“There is no indication that the vaccine 
caused any harmful effects or reduced the 
breeding efficiency of the treated animals, 

“The breeding data and a few bacteriolog- 
ical data indicate that a high percentage of 
the animals were protected against Br. abor- 
tus infection.” 


Results Secured in Vaccinating Mature 
Cows Against Bang’s Disease. 


Many veterinarians have been vaccinating 
cattle for the control of Bang’s Disease for 
many years. Most of them adopted this as 
a means of getting this disease under con- 
trol, usually when other methods had failed. 
Some, from making a study of the published 
information on this disease and from their 
own experience, recognized the fact that 
many herd owners could not use the other 
test, because the time required was too long, 
the expense too great, and the loss of valu- 
able breeding animals from their herds. 

We quote from the June 15, 1940, issue of 
Prairie Farmer as follows: 

“‘Vaccination is the only way valuable 
blood lines can be preserved,’ says Dr. A. S. 
Cleaves, Massachusetts veterinarian, who 
has practiced vaccination for sixteen years, 
often in the face of threats of arrest. 
Cleaves advocates vaccination of mature 
cows as well as calves. 

“There is every indication that a nega- 
tive mature animal, vaccinated and then re- 
vaccinated in ten days, will show a normal 
titre in about the same length of time re- 
quired by calves,’ he says. 

“ «A man vaccinating only calves in a neg- 
ative herd has to wait years before he is in 
a secure position, whereas he can secure his 
position almost immediately by vaccinating 
all animals in the herd. This becomes 1n- 
creasingly important in valuable herds,’ says 
Cleaves. 


Another Veterinarian Speaks.

had reached the higher levels which warn 
of the approach to the Andes. At this ele- 
vation the rainfall is less and the soil some- 
what lighter than in the lower country. De- 
spite these conditions, El Meridiano is a 
highly productive estancia and an ideal one 
upon which to grow the finest kind of live- 
stock and certainly it is being ideally utiliz- 
ed for that purpose. 

The time for us to depart came all too 
soon. On the evening of the third day our 
party went aboard a special railway sleep- 
ing car and the next morning we were again 
back in the great city of Buenos Aires. Only 
a few days now and I should face the dif- 
ficult task which had brought me to South 
America, judging at the Palermo Show. But 
I was no longer nervous about it. In fact, 
I looked forward with keen anticipation to 
watching the first great class enter the 
arena. “La Exposicion Internacional de 
Ganaderia” was supposed to be the high 
spot of all my thrilling experience in this 
country, which we had learned to like so 
well, and so it proved to be.

man owning a herd with good blood lines to 
vaccinate.’ Graham has been practicing vac- 
cination on herds in central Illinois for sev- 
ears. 

od would be the last man to deny that 
abortion could be eliminated through clean- 
liness, sanitation, the elimination of react- 
ors and the isolation of all animals at calv- 
ing time,’ he says. ‘But think of the diffi- 
culty, time and the damage to the herd 
such a plan necessitates. I have found that 
heifers will eliminate effects of the treat- 
ment within a year’s time; mature cows may 
require a couple or three years to come back 
to negative test!’ ” 


My Own Experience With Vaccination. 

In my own practice I have had an oppor- 
tunity to vaccinate quite a few adult cat- 
tle herds where there was considerable 
trouble which was the result of Bang’s in- 
fection. Those herds, even though milking 
and many members were with calf, have 
produced satisfactorily with practically no 
udder troubles, gave birth to strong, healthy 
calves and usually remained in very good 
condition during their production and re- 
productive period.

In those cattle herds where there is con-
